AN EXCELLENT HOVE. 


The fact that Senator Jones hat 


Uased the tipper levels of the Cali- 
fornia and Con. Virginia mines is not 
only a cheering bit of news for the peo- 
ple of the Oomstook but for the whole 
State, for there is no disguising the fact 
that the mining industry of the whole 
State depends in no small degree upon 
the prosperity of the Oomatook lode. It 
is well known that the upper lerels in 
both these mines contain a vast amount 
of low grade ore, which, with the pres- 
ent improred facilities for reduction, 
•with judicious and careful management, 
can be made to yield a handsome profit. 
Though best of all.in the distressing dull 
times, is the fact that the mining and 
working of these ores will famish em- 
ployment to hundreds of honest laborers 
who are now in forced idleness. 


A l«T«l-H«»(led Clover nor. 


Governor Crosby, of Montana, in 


bia annual report to the Secretary of 
the Interior, urges that polygamous 
Mormons be not only disfranchised, 
bat debarred from entering Govern- 
ment lands, thereby preventing the 
spread of Mormons in the Territory. 


Some interesting tables relating to 


suicide are published in an in 
sarance paper. Prom these it ap- 
pears that daring Jane, July and 
Aagust of this year, 475 persons 
commit led snioide in the United 
States, against 514 in the same 
period last year. Of the saioides in 
1833 335 were males and 121 females 
The most frequent causa was insan 
ity, after which in order came sick- 
ness, family troubles, dissipation, 
love and business troubles. The 
camber of husbands who took their 
own lives was 199, of bachelors 128, 
of wives 62, of maids 32, of widowers 
37, and of widow* 15. The favorite 
method used was shooting; 147 
deaths having been thus caused, 
while '.here were 110 cases of poison- 
ing, 104 of hanging, 58 of drowning, 
and 30 of cutting the throat. Of the 
•whole stumber 346 were Americana 
and Germans, the former leading by 
46. The agea vary from 6 to 94 
years, the greater number having 
occurred at the age of 50. 


Senator Stainsby, of Esses county, 


New Jersey, has announced that at the 
opening of the next Legislature he will 
introduce in the Senate a Civil Bights 
bill that will be identical with the on 
recently declared unconstitutional b; 
the United States Suprema Court. Sen 
ator Staiusby believes the same bill wil 
be introduced in the Legislature of ever; 
State in the Union at the next session 
He does not think the Democrats wil 
dare oppose it. In the Southern States 
it may be defeated, but notiu tho North 
He thinks the bill will be passed in 
New Jersey almost unanimously.

Many attempts have been made to 


bring Blaino and Conkliag together, 
but it is needless to say that they 
have all failed.

De Witt Clinton Wheeler, at one 
time a heavy merchant iti New York, 
subsequently a contractor for Indian 
snpplies, and very recently one of 
the Police Commissioners of New 
York (who is known among his fa- 
miliars as "Clint" Wheeler), thought 
he could roach tbe desired end. 
He 


is a Felix Featherly—everybody's 
friend. 
Ho know both Btaine aud 


Coukling -well, and he thought he 
could arrange it. This was four or 
tlve years ago, whon Blaine was 
Speaker, and Conkling Senator from 
the Imperial State of Ne*v York. 


Wheeler, at that time, had loads 


of money (he may have yet, for 
aught I know), and he came to 
Washington to fix things up. 
Ho 


knew Coukling better than he knew 
Blaine, and so he went to the Now 
York Senator first. I ought to have 
said Wheeler, (confident of his suc- 
cess) had .ordered the best dinuer 
that money could buy—and he ia a 
judge of dinners. 
His object was 


that Blaine and Conkling should 
meet at this big dinner at Welcker's, 
the best restaurant in tha world ex- 
cept Boldt's. 
There were to be 


twelve 
persons 
present—General 


Grant, a few of his Cabinet officers, 
a few Senators, and enough foreign 
Ministers and Judges of the Supreme 
Court to make up the number. 
Wheeler had ordered potnpaao from 
New Orleans, bufialo tongue and 
bear meat from the plains, terrapin 
from the eastern shore of Maryland, 
canvas-back ducks from Havre de 
Grace, celery 
from 
Albany, and 


wines from the best cellars iu the 
world. 
Wheeler hftd uo doubt of 
bis success. 


As I have said, he went to Conk 


ling first. He found tbe great New- 
York Senator in his committee room. 
Wheeler knocked. "Coine ia," said 
GonUIing, in his great voiae. Wheeler 
entered and found Conkling washing 
his hands in a great mesa of lather. 
Wheeler told bis story and begged 
Coukling's acceptance. The Senator 
tamed upon him like a tiger. 
His 


coat was off, his sleeveu were rolled 
ap and his hands were covored with 
soap. 
"Wheeler," said he, "if you 


expect ma to be ypnr friend, or if 
you want to be a friend to me, never 
speak of this matter to me again." 
That was all. 
Wheeler has since 


said that Conkling nevur looked so 
big to him as on that occasion. 
I 


understand that Wheeler also spoke 
to Blaine upon the subject, but that 
he got no batter treatment from the 
Maine statesman 


I balieve that Mr. Jatnes W, Bos- 


ler, of Carlisle, also tried to effect a 
reconciliation between the two states- 
men, but he met with no success 
He is intimate with both, and, like 
everyoua else, thought they ought 
to bury the hatchet. II is even said 
that General Grant onuo made an 
effort to bring Blaine and Conkliag 
together—failed, of cour.ia. The ef 
fort may as well bo abandoned.

Prophecy of Roscoe Vonkling. 


A Democrat writer In New York 


Truth, referring to tho recent elec- 
tion, says: 


Tho late elections ia Massachu- 


setts, Connecticut, New York and 
Pennsylvania were but the swing of 
the pendulum. I thought we had it 
all our own way for 1884, but I am 
patting on a new thinking cap. The 
pendulum now swings toward Bo- 
publican success. 


"By-the by, considering the re- 


sults of the Virginia election, recalls 
to mind and memory the prophecy 
of Rosooe Conkline, made, if I re- 
membor rightly, in t~he fall of 1877, 
which I have never repeated before, 
at least for publication. 


"It would be well to produce Mr. 


Conkling's words at tbis juncture, 
for they were remarkable. 
We were 


chatting, in company -with a few 
other gentleineu, at Wormley's, and 
tbe subject of our conversation was 
the rationale of Hayes* Southern 
policy. As nearly as I can remem- 
ber, after so long an interval, Mr. 
Cockling said: 


"The 
true political question in 


this country is Dot between parties, 
but betwoen civilizations, each type 
of civilization utilizing party organi- 
zation as an instrument. The line 
of demarkation is as thoroughly ge- 
ographiouil, and the conflict along 
that line as irrepressible now as in 
thejtime of Mr. Seword. Mr. Hayes" 
policy, predicated upon the idea of 
breaking the Solid South, is a farce 
based upon a chimera. No political 
effort or experiment will prove ef- 
fective in disrupting the solidity of 
tho South. 
The question now is, 


and in twenty yearn hence will be, 
whether tho Northern majority shall 
control the destinies of the country 
ia pea'ce as it had determined them 
in war, or a Southern minority re- 
gain, by diplomacy exercised upon 
weak minds, what it has lost through 
force wielded by strong arms. 


"Iu short, gentlemen, concluded 


Mr. Conkling, 'the Uniied States are 
now composed of 38 states, but of 
two nations, ana having a distinct- 
ive social system and a system of 
politics and party management ap- 
propriate to its social condition. Tho 
only quention is, which of these two 
nations siball control—tbe lesser or 
the greater? I say the greater shall 
and ought to control, and I have 
lived in and shall die by that fuith.' 


These words wore prophetic, and 


in my judgment are aa true to-day in 
point of philosophy as when uttered 
six years ago by the great New Y:>rk 
statesman.

San Francisco that articles of agree- 
ment have been entered into between 
the Consolidated, Virginia Mining Com- 
pany as party of the first part and Hon. 
J. P. Jones us party of the second part, 
a copy of which is hereto anneied. 
Above the 1500 level in the old bonanza 
mines there are said to bo vast quanti- 
ties of era that used to bo climsert as of 
"low grade." The teru>, of courao, )H 
us flexible as au india-rubber suspender, 
and may mean $10 or $30 ptr ton, 
Whatever thw value of the ore, however, 
it in obviously enough to justify huge 
expenditure in preparing 
for the old Con. Virginia shaft must b 
overhauled, and a new gallows-frame
